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VOICES  FROM  THE  PAST 


1879  - The  Woman’s  Foreign  Missionary  Society  of  the  Louisiana  Conference,  Methodist 

Episcopal  Church,  South  was  organized  with  Mrs.  Mary  K.  Read  as  the  first  president 

1891  - The  Woman’s  Parsonage  and  Home  Mission  Society  organized  with  Mrs.  F.  A.  Lyons  as 

president. 

191 1 - The  foreign  and  home  mission  groups  united  as  the  Women’s  Missionary  Society  and 
Mrs.  E.  R.  Kennedy  served  as  president. 

1940  - The  Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  organized  after  the  uniting  of  The  Methodist 
Episcopal  Church,  The  Methodist  Episcopal  Church,  South  and  The  Methodist  Protestant 
Church.  Mrs.  George  Sexton,  Jr.  served  as  president. 

JENNIE  HARTZELL  - Due  to  her  work  in  New  Orleans  with  the  Freeman’s  Aid  Society  - she 
was  instrumental  in  1880  in  getting  the  Woman’s  Home  Missionary  Society  formally  organized 
by  the  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  and  later  served  as  president  of  the  Louisiana  conference 
organization. 

HESTER  WILLIAMS  - “Aunt  Hester”  was  a former  slave  who  had  little  formal  schooling,  yet 
pioneered  in  establishing  schools  for  women  and  girls  in  Baton  Rouge.  She  had  a “missionary 
hen”  name  Dorcas  which  produced  eight  dollars  for  missions  and  a row  of  sugar  cane  which 
produced  six  dollars.  This  fourteen  dollars  she  presented  to  the  Conference  as  a challenge  to 
meet  her  funds  in  order  to  start  more  schools.  In  1886  Hester  traveled  to  Detroit  to  speak  to  the 
annual  meeting  of  the  Woman’s  Home  Missionaiy  Society  to  plead  for  funds  to  open  the  Hester 
Williams  Industrial  Home  in  Baton  Rouge.  She  was  granted  $200.  Traveling  by  foot,  horseback, 
wagon,  mule  train,  and  boat , she  started  schools  in  a least  seven  other  communities. 

SALLIE  M.  PHILLIPS  fi’om  Homer  served  as  a missionary  to  Brazil  1 890-1894. 

PAULINE  RANDLE  - at  four  months  old  was  consecrated  to  the  missionary  cause  at  the  Annual 
Conference  in  1891  by  her  parents  Rev.  and  Mrs.  Robert  Randle  of  Home.  In  1918  The  Mission 
Board  sent  her  to  Songdo,  Korea  where  she  served  until  she  died  in  1925. 

ELLA  KEENER  HOOPER  - grew  up  in  Rosedale,  LA  was  appointed  by  the  Woman’s 
Missionary  Council  in  1917  and  was  commissioned  a deaconess  in  1919.  When  the  MacDonell 
Wesley  Community  House  and  School  was  built  in  Houma,  LA  she  was  appointed  director. 
WILHEMINA  HOOPER  was  called  in  1932  by  her  sister,  Ella  Hooper,  to  help  establish  the 
Dulac  Community  Center  and  School  for  the  Houma  Indian  children  who  lived  along  the  bayous 
and  were  not  allowed  to  attend  either  the  white  or  black  public  schools  until  1 952.  “Miss 
Hoppy”  retired  in  1965  to  their  childhood  home  in  Rosedale,  LA.  Another  sister.  Ora  Hooper, 
was  commissioned  in  1927  and  served  the  Vashti  School  in  Thomasville,  Georgia. 

JULIA  REID  of  Lake  Charles  served  in  Cuba  fi'om  1927  to  1941  and  later  the  Spanish  speaking 
people  in  the  Rio  Grande  Valley.  She  married  W.  W.  Paxton  and  was  very  active  in  women’s 
work  in  the  Lake  Charles  District. 

VIRGINIA  DAVIS  LASKEY  from  Trinity  Church  in  Ruston  served  the  Louisiana  Conference 
Woman’s  Society  of  Christian  Service  From  1946-1954;  served  the  South  Central  Jurisdiction  as 
recording  secretary;  and  then  was  the  fourth  national  president  of  the  Women’s  Division  1964- 
1968.  The  Laskey  Library  on  the  Scarritt  Bennett  campus  is  named  in  her  honor.

LUCILE  SEXTON  was  elected  the  first  president  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  Woman’s  Society 
of  Christian  Service.  Five  women’s  societies  were  merged  to  form  the  Woman’s  Division  of 
Christian  Service.  By  October  1940,  225  societies  in  Louisiana  had  turned  in  charter  certificates 
with  an  enrollment  of  9827  charter  members. 

MRS.  J.  B POLLARD  served  as  president  of  the  WSCS  during  the  War  Years  of  1941-46.  Mrs. 
Pollard  says:  “There  was  anxiety  over  our  missionaries.  Many  had  to  be  recalled  from  enemy 
countries  and  a large  number  were  held  as  prisoners.  The  climax  came  for  the  Conference  in 
1944  when  we  were  unable  to  hold  our  Annual  Meeting  because  of  travel  restrictions.” 
VIRGINIA  LASKEY  served  as  the  president  1946-54.  “Perhaps  the  greatest  changes  took  place 
in  missionary  education.  The  tremendous  growth  and  interest  in  the  School  of  Missions  was 
phenomenal. . ..We  advanced  to  four  approved  courses,  with  six  or  eight  teachers,  and  all  clinics 
and  workshops  according  to  plan.” 

RUTH  JONES  (CADWALLADER)  served  as  president  1954-58.  “In  1955,  due  to  the  growth  of 
Methodism,  the  Conference  realigned  the  districts,  adding  Lafayette,  which  gave  a total  of 
eight. . ..The  inspiration  of  attending  great  church  meetings. . ..and  visiting  more  than  a hundred 
missionary  projects  in  countries  around  the  world  was  shared  to  the  best  of  my  ability  with  the 
women  of  Louisiana.” 

NELLIE  P.  KILPATRICK  served  as  president  1958-62.  “The  tidings  were  told  in  many  ways, 
but  much  emphasis  was  given  to  reaching  youth.  Aimual  Dinners  for  Young  People  were  held  in 
1961  and  1962....  Twenty-four  young  girls  were  invited  in  1961  for  the  first  time  to  be  path  of  the 
Conference  School  of  Missions.  This  was  done  again  in  1962.. . .A  Conference  -wide  training 
school  of  district  officers  and  secretaries  of  lines  of  work  was  instituted.” 

On  October  28, 1971  when  Mrs.  Kilpatrick  was  being  flown  in  a private  plane  from  Shreveport 
to  Alexandria  for  a Church  Women  United  meeting,  the  plane  crashed  and  she  was  killed.  She 
was  described  as  “a  Christian  institution  in  her  home,  city  and  in  the  state  of  Louisiana.” 
ESTELLE  DAMERON  served  as  president  1 962-66.  “The  observance  of  the  25*  Anniversary  of 
the  Woman’s  Society  and  Wesleyan  Service  Guild  was  launched  in  January  1964.  “A  new 
statement  of  Purpose  emphasizes  the  need  of  deeper  Christian  commitment  and  growth  in 
spiritual  power  through  increase  knowledge  and  experience  of  God. , ..There  are  new  titles  for 
lines  of  work,  new  terminology  for  certain  aspects  of  our  program,  new  definitions  of  officer 
responsibility.... all  these  reflect  the  changes  of  the  day.” 

The  election  of  a former  conference  president  - Mrs.  Glenn  E.  Laskey  - as  President  of  the 
Woman’s  Division  has  brought  honor  and  a deep  sense  of  responsibility  to  the  Methodist  Women 
of  Louisiana.” 
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ELIZABETH  MCGOWEN  served  as  president  1 968-  72  - during  five  and  one-half  years  marked 
by  events  of  major  historical  significance  in  the  life  of  the  United  Methodist  Church.  She  was  a 
wise  and  efficient  administrator  during  the  days  the  Conference  A and  Conference  B were  being 
merged. 

ETHEL  ALSTON  served  as  president  of  Conference  B - 1968-72. 

THE  WESLEYAN  SERVICE  GUILD  which  had  been  an  autonomous  organization  of  employed 
women  in  the  former  Methodist  Episcopal  Church  was  incorporated  into  the  Woman’s  Society  of 
Christian  Service  in  1940.  MRS.  HUGH  HOFF  was  the  first  Secretary  for  the  Guild  of 
Louisiana,  followed  by  MRS.  W.R.  SHIMMONS,  GRACE  LAWSON,  MARY  GLADYS 
PAGE,  MRS.  MINZA  RABUN,  SUE  BATTON,  ARLINE  TYLER,  MILDRED  EVANS,  MRS. 
GLORIA  BENNETT,  MRS.  E.  LYONS  BAKER,  MRS.  OWENDA  TAPLETTE,  ELIZABETH 
THOMPSON,  MRS.  MARY  M.  BELL  and  MRS.  MARY  HELEN  LESLIE. 

FLORENCE  KIRKPATRICK  was  elected  the  first  president  of  the  Louisiana  Conference  United 
Methodist  Women,  but  she  died  only  a few  days  before  the  first  Annual  Meeting. 

ARDESSIE  PROPHET,  the  vice-president,  presided. 

MARY  ADELE  COMPTON  (PETTICREW)  was  elected  president  for  the  remainder  of  that 
term,  1972-75. 

KAREN  AND  SEBASTINE  UJEREH  are  serving  as  missionaries  in  Senegal.  Karen  is 
originally  from  New  Orleans. 

MISSION  STUDY  BOOKS  were  used  in  1903. 

MISSIONARY  EDUCATION  began  as  READING  CIRCLES  in  1887,  Badges  and  certificates 
were  inducements  for  the  voluntary  enrollment  of  members  into  these  Reading  Circles. 

FROM  THE  MINUTES  OF  1888:  “Our  president  and  corresponding  secretary  made  an  appeal 
to  the  president  and  faculty  of  Mansfield  College  on  behalf  of  Woman’s  missionary  interest  - and 
to  any  other  boarding  schools  for  girls  that  may  be  under  the  fostering  care  of  our  Church  in 
Louisiana  - and  importune  (urge  persistently)  them  to  organize  within  their  halls  Societies 
auxiliary  to  the  Woman’s  Board.” 

THE  FIRST  MAGAZINE  was  a four  page  leaflet  in  January  1 897. 
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THE  PURPOSE  OF  THE  UNITED  METODIST  WOMEN 


The  organized  unit  of  United  Methodist  Women  shall  be  a community  of  women 
whose  PURPOSE  is  to  know  God  and  to  experience  freedom  as  whole  persons 
through  Jesus  Christ;  to  develop  a creative,  supportive  fellowship;  and  to  expand 
concepts  of  mission  through  participation  in  the  global  ministries  of  the  church. 

PURPOSE  OF  THE  WOMEN’S  DIVISION 

The  Women’s  Division  shall  be  actively  engaged  in  fulfilling  the  mission  of  the 
Church  and  shall  interpret  the  Purpose  of  United  Methodist  Women.  With 
continuing  awareness  of  the  concerns  and  responsibilities  of  the  Church  in  today’s 
world,  the  Women’s  Division  shall  be  an  advocate  for  the  oppressed  and 
dispossessed  with  special  attention  to  the  needs  of  women  and  children;  shall  work 
to  build  a supportive  community  among  women;  shall  engage  in  activities  which 
foster  growth  in  the  Christian  faith,  mission  education,  and  Christian  social 
involvement  throughout  the  organization.  (Discipline:  Paragraph  1317)

DEVOTIONAL:  Janet  Ward  recommended  keeping  a prayer  journal  and  a scheduled  time  for  prayer. 

REPORTS: 

Communications:  Brenda  Canty  reported  having  trouble  getting  correct  lists  of  labels  for  the 
newsletter.  Some  units  were  omitted.  Copies  of  present  labels  were  distributed  to  the  districts  to 
correct.  She  stated  that  it  is  important  that  each  officer  and  coordinator  send  her  news  articles. 

Historian:  Janet  Ward  reported  that  there  are  several  boxes  of  scrapbooks,  photos,  slides  and  videos.

Lueburda  has  lost  her  brother  Joe;  Gladys 
Prillerman  lost  her  mother-in-law  and  father-in-law  within  one  month;  and  Carolyn  Colvin  has  lost  her 
father. 

DEVOTIONAL:  Jan  Rose  presented  the  story  of  Humpty  Dumpty  from  the  view  point  of  teens  in 
1985. 


REVIEW  OF  MINUTES:  Fannie  Reddix  and  Loraine  Murtishaw  were  appointed  to  review  the 
minutes. 


CORRECTION:  On  January  31,  2004  New  Orleans  Report  the  Prayer  Brunch  was  not  a fund  raising 
event.  It  was  the  district  mission  event  for  the  Methodist  children’s  Home.  Fannie  Reddix  spoke  at 
two  services  at  Gretna  on  UMW  Sunday.

She  also  attended  Jurisdiction  Conference  where  she  took  part  in  the  election  of  bishops.  Five  bishops 
retired.  The  United  Methodist  Women  endorsed  Marie  Williams  and  Don  Cottrill  nominated  from  the 
Louisiana  Conference.  There  was  excellent  preaching  and  singing.  The  young  people  were  in  charge 
of  one  service  introducing  the  new  hymnal.  Lueburda  served  on  an  Independent  Commission.  Fred 
Loy  was  the  leader;  there  were  people  from  other  nations  and  interpreters  were  there.

Carolina  LaBrada  and  Doretha  Brown.  Pat  Explained  that  the  emphasis  for  the  past  Quadrennnial  had 
been  ’’Mission  Today”.  The  emphasis  for  the  next  four  years  will  be  ’’Resurrection  Women’s  Retreat”.  The

years  in  mission  are  stepping  stones  for  the  future  and  a challenge  to  complete  God’s  work  and  bring  about 
positive  change. 

St.  Mark’s  representative  Deacon  James  Ross,  reported  that  St.  Mark’s  focus  is  primarily  on  youth.  The 
Center  has  made  significant  progress  in  the  financial  area.  The  United  Methodist  Women’s  support  is 
appreciated  very  much. 

Dulac  Community  Center  reported  that  Volunteers  in  Mission  have  been  a great  help.  The  Center  is  poorly 
staffed  at  this  time. 

MacDonell  Children’s  Services,  represented  by  Rev.  Gerald  Bridges,  who  has  been  there  36  years,  reported 
that  MacDonell’s  is  a Residential  Treatment  Center  for  Temporary  Problem  Youth.  He  reported  that  United 
Methodist  Women  have  been  more  than  generous  in  sending  cards,  but  have  not  been  buying  the  completed 
cards. 

Gwen  Ready  of  UMCOR  at  Baldwin  gave  a little  history  of  the  institution.  In  1867,  it  was  established  as  a 
Orphan’s  Home  Society  and  served  as  a school  until  public  schools  were  available  in  1978.  The  building  was 
for  sale  for  $1,000.00  for  14  years,  but  it  did  not  sell.  Hurricane  Andrew  came  in  1992  and  the  building  was 
used  to  house  relief  supplies  and  is  now  UMCOR,  an  agency  for  relief  around  the  world.  8,700  pallets  have 
been  shipped  out  this  year.  Relief  has  been  sent  to  people  in  the  Sudan  crisis,  where  civil  war  has  been 
waging  for  over  20  years. 
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Retiring  Officers:  Elouise  Sanders,  former  Louisiana  Conference  UMW  president,  presided  at  the  retiring 
ceremony.  Retiring  officers  were  Kathleen  Conrad,  vice-president;  Jeanette  McCalman,  treasurer;  Betty 
Carlin,  spiritual  growth  coordinator;  Staphenae  Carey,  chairperson  of  nominating  committee;  and  Rita 
Parham,  member  of  nominating  committee.  Special  Recognition  Pins  were  presented  to  each  retiree.
